LANSING (AP) — The Sta te f quest for an injunction. 


Court of Appeals has ordered 
the House clerk to respond by 
Tuesday to a charge that the 
House is organized illegally be­ 
cause it does not have Demo 
cratic and Republican cospeak­ 
ers. 


With one Democrat not voting, 
Republicans succeeded Wednes­ 
day in electing their leader, 
Rep. Robert Waldron of Grosse 
Pointe, as the only House speak­ 
er. Each party has 38 members 
in the House. 


Legislative intern Daniel G. 
Berk asked the court to halt all 
business in the House. He con­ 
tends an 1877 law requires the 
House to operate under last 
year’s rules until it elected a 
speaker. 


A rule adopted late last year, 
when Democrats still controlled 
the House, required cospeakers, 
one from each party, if each 
party has an equal number of 
seats in the House. 


Berk’s motion, which names 
Clerk T. Thomas Thatcher as 
defendant, went to the Court of 
Appeals after Circuit Judge 
Marvin Salmon of Ingham Coun­ 
ty refused to grant Berk's re» 


Berk contends the House can 
transact no business until it re­ 
organizes with cospeakers. 


The courts, however, tradi- 
ditionally have been reluctant to 
become involved in legislative 
disputes over procedure. 


Ironicallj, th e defendant, 
Thatcher, was appointed clerk 
by the Democrats last session. 
Because of the even split in 
House membership. Republican 
and Democratic m e m b e r s 
agreed to split staff appoint­ 
ments about equally between the 
parties. 


The agreement also included 
a provision for Thatcher to re­ 
main as clerk. 


Waldron said he and Thatcher 
would answer the motion to­ 
gether. 


"I'm positive the court will 
throw it out." he said. “It is 
inconceivable that it could turn 
out in any other way." 


Each new legislature, he said, 
starts with no rules in effect and 
adopts its own rules.

Though Horrigan’s margin j 
was smaller, he was considered 
safer than Smith because his 
82nd District used voting ma­ 
chines exclusively. In Smith’s 
79th District the committee will 
have to count an estimated 20,- 
000 pap«: ballots. 


Rep. Dale Kildee, D-Flint, a 
member of the committee, esti­ 
mated it would take most of 
next week to conduct the two 
recounts. 


The Republicans in the cham­ 
ber Thursday marshalled all 55 
of. their votes to elect Rep. 
Martin Buth, R-Comstock Park, 
as speaker pro tempore and 
Rep. Roy Spencer, R-Attica, as 
associate speaker projtem. 


The Democrats bed decided 
earlier in the day not to offer 
candidates for either leadership 
post, but they did provoke a 
procedural squabble similar to 
the one Wednesday which pre­ 
ceded the election of Republican 
Rep. Robert Waldron as speak­ 
er.

740 New Yorkers Flee Gas fire 
Flames Consume 20 Homes 


NEW YORK (AP)—A fire4 
punctuated by gas explosions 
roared through an eight-block 
residential area of Jamaica, 
Queans, today, destroying 90 
homes and lighting the predawn 
eky with brilliant yellow and 
«range flames for miles around. 


Authorities at the scene said 
there ware bo raports of inju­ 
ries. 


Quick precautionary action by 
fireman and policemen who re­ 
sponded to reports of « gas odor 
In the ftrea and evacuated resi- 
dants before the fire roared out 
of eontiol apparently saved 
many lives. 


Two pieces ef fire equipment 
—* laddar truck and an engine 
•»ware reported 4mitoyed to 


the fire when they stalled and 
firemen had to abandon them. 


Hie destroyed buildings were 
mainly one- and two-family 
wooden frame homes. 


By 8 a.m., the dense, black 
smoke that had shot hundreds of 
feet into the air was gone. 
Flames spurting out of the gas 
main shot about 300 feet into the 
air. 


“If we did extinguish the 
flames now we would have free 
flowing gas in the area," said 
Fire Commissioner Robert O. 
Lowery. “We’re just wetting 
buildings down to prevent the 
spread of the fire." 


Patrolman Roger Bernard, 39, 
one of the first policemen on the 


scene, said that shortly after 5 
a.m. he went to the area after 
residents called police to report 
a strong odor of gas. 


Bernard 
helped 
evacuate 
about 40 persons and just as he 
had cleared the area he saw 
"an orange glow coming from a 
manhole." 


"I started to run,** he said. “I 
had not gone 10 feet when it 
blew. I was the only one close 
enough to get hurt. I wasn't hurt 
but I was shaken up." 


Patrolman John O’Connor and 
Francia Keating said they heard 
“a 
huge 
rumbling 
under­ 
ground." 


They quickly began running 
up and down IIm «treats bingiig 


on doors of the homes shouting 
"Emergency!" and "Get out!" 


'There was no argument," 
said O'Connor. "It vyas fantastic 
the way they all obeyed.” 


O’Connor and Keating esti­ 
mated that they got 100 persons 
safely out of their homes. Most 
were clad in night clothes with 
coats thrown over pajamas and 
nightgowns.

There is only one Menominee 
State Forest in Michigan. 


This obvious trueism does not 
convey all that is implied by 
the statement, for it is a forest 
that enjoys excellent markets 
for all of its products: Pulp- 
wood, cedar posts, sawlogs, box 
bolts and veneer logs. Even the 
leaves are merchantable during 
the pre-Christmas season for 
decorative purposes. 


It is a forest that enjoys a 
more than adequate supply of 
energetic and skillful producers 
to harvest all of the crop that 
is available. Its geographic lo­ 
cation within trucking distance 
of a number of large pulp mills 
in Wisconsin enhance the value 
of the forest products as does 
the lack of deep snow accumu­ 
lation 
during 
the 
winter 
months that hinder and reduce 
production in the heavy snow 
areas. 


It is surprising that Menomi­ 
nee County leads the entire 
state in pulpwood production — 
91,600 cords in 1965, because it 
is not one of the larger coun­ 
ties in the state — (660,500 
acres). 


Must CurUII 


In a similar way, the Meno­ 
minee State Forest, 90,600 acres 
in size, is one of the smaller 
state forests and even so rank­ 
ed second in the state in re­ 
ceipts from timber sales during 
fiscal 1965-’66. The revenue 
from stumpage for the year on 
the Menominee of $83,150 was 
exceeded only by the AuSable 
State Forest in the Lower Pen­ 
insula. 


On an acreage basis, the 
monetary return is greater than 
for any other state forest area 
in Michigan. In order to realize 
this return an aggressive cutting 
program has been maintained. 
One hundred eighty-six timber 
permits were issued during the 
year, and of course many per­ 
mits continued in force so that 
at any time 300 permits or 
more were in effect. 


With a cutting program of 
this magnitude, a tremendous

amount of deer browse is cre­ 
ated in the cutting of aspen and 
cedar. The cedar cuttings par­ 
ticularly, are strategically lo­ 
cated throughout the forest so 
as to provide browse for deer 
during the winter months. 


It would be pleasant to con­ 
template increased sales and 
increased volumes to be sold 
from the Menominee Forest. 
Actually, the allowable cut has 
been exceeded somewhat and 
it w ill be necessary to curtail 
production in order to insure 
sustained timber supply. With 
an abundance of excellent la­ 
bor, and unsatisfied markets, it 
is difficult to reduce cutting, 
but it w ill have to be done. 


Owners Assisted 


The timber sale program, 
while very important in the 
land management function, is 
only part of the State Forest 
program. Many of the activi­ 
ties engaged in are not revenue 
producing to the Department 
although they make a contribu­ 
tion to the local economy or 
well being of the community. 


This is true of the private 
forestry 
assistance 
program 
through which a forest land 
owner can obtain recommen­ 
dations for the management of 
his 
land. 
Certain 
improve­ 
ments can be made under the 
A. C. P. program such as tree 


planting, thinning of young 
stands, and pruning of sapling 
and pole size trees to product 
clear lumber wherein the owner 
receives assistance in the cost 
of the improvement. 


Promotion 
of 
recreational 
possibilities is a part of the 
program. On the Menominee 
Forest, two forest campgrounds 
have been constructed — tho 
Cedar River Campground and 
the Menominee River Camp­ 
ground. 


Administration of the Com­ 
mercial Forest Reserve Act is 
a service performed by Forestry 
Division. There are 22,000 acres 
listed under this Act on the 
Menominee Forest. 


Indeed, a concerted effort is 
put forth to realize the full 
potential of the forest; to pro­ 
vide products and use for in­ 
creasing demand upon the land 
to bring forth its benefits.

On Water Here

greatest oonsumptive use of 
water. On a nationwide basis 
farmers may withdraw nearly 
live timesv^s much water for 
irrigation as do municipalities 
and perhaps three fourths as 
much as industries use. Most 
ihrigation water is evaporated 
or transpired by crops. As a 
result, irrigation probably con­ 
çûmes more than three times 
as much water as all other 
uses combined. 


Growth o< irrigation in Mich­ 
igan was slow until immediate­ 
ly foliowing World War II when 
lightweight aluminum pipe, im­ 
proved coupliiig devices^ and 
iBrgt capacity pumps became 
available in large quantities 
at relatively moderate prices. 
Availability of equipment coin­ 
cided with the increased de­ 
mands for more and better 
foods, and the result was a 
great increase in the number 
of irrigated acres. Nearly 50, 
000 acres were under irriga­ 
tion in the State in 1964. More 
recent figures are unavailable. 
Demand Varies 


Irrigation, as a good land 
practice, is used for frost pro­ 
tection, field cooling, seed bed 
|»repiaration, and applying fert­ 
ilizer, as well as supplementing 
rainfall. The demand for wat^ 
varies with the weather,the soil, 
the topography, and crop spec­ 
ies. 
The 
average 
Michigan 
irrigator applies just over 5 in­ 
ches of water per acre. 


Lakes, rivers, creeks, drains, 
and

storage p(Mids are classed as 
surface 
water 
sources 
for 
irrigation supplies. Sources from 
which witiidrawals are largely 
at the expense oi ground water 
include wells,, spring-fed ponds,

The advantage of one 
source over another is usually 


that of availability of the water. 
Where, two or more sources are 
available, careful exanUnation 
of the economic, legal, quantity, 
and quality aspects of eadi 
should be considered.

In parts of 
the coun^, water from wells 
can be developed in adequate 
quantities.

They go o v e r the 
farni or ranch, acre by acre, 
they study the kind of soil they 
have to deal with on each field,

map. They discuss ^ all possi- 
biUties for. each fi^d a ^ for 
the iterm j r ran<^' as a \«^ole. 
Theli' the farmer or rancher d^ 
¿idea what shall b e, done on 
each acre of laikl. ; 


Here are some of the de- 


cisions thé farmer, with advice 
from the technician, may need 
to make in drawing up a basic 
conservation plan, ^ould some 
ficM boundaries be changed M 
thàt all the land in each fteld 
is suited for th e same use? 
¡Should spme cultivated fields 
be changCKi to pasturò oi' woods 
and vise versa? 


Where should sod waterway 
be located, and how shoiud 
they 
be 
established? Which 
fields need drainage, and what 
kind «f drainage system wilt be 
best? 


Should trees, shrubs, grass, 


diversions^ or a combination of 
these be tised to conti'ol gul­ 
lies? If strip cropping is used, 
how wide should the strips be 
and where should they be lo­ 
cated? What kind of cr(H? ro­ 
tations should be used on each 
field? 


What kind of crops are need­ 
ed for each field? Which fields 
need liming? How much and 
what kind of fertilizer ^ould 
be used on each field and pas­ 
ture?

Seldom wim all these decis­ 
ions be necessary on one farm 
or nmch; But many of them 
will come up on m<»t.

farmer or ranker may already 
have made some of the decis­ 
ions by following his land otp- 
ability map. But most farmers 
will want technical advice on 
some of ttiese dioices. 


After all decisions and plans 
have been made by the farm* 
er or rancher, with advice from 
the planning technician, the 
plan is put down in writing. 
This plan then becomes a part 
of the cooperative agreement 
between the faniier or rancher 
and his soil conservaticm dis­ 
trict. The plan may be modi­ 
fied or revised from time to 
time, but it shouM serve as 
the basic plan, for all future 
operations on tiie farm or 
ranch.

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Delta Farming 
Isn't On Way 
Out, But Up!

Delta Extension Director 
Wc reviewed the 1964 census 
•nd compared it with 1959 and 
found some figures to convince 
us that agriculture is not on its 
way out but on the way up in­ 
stead. 


In the five year period the 
value of Delia County agricul­ 
tural products sold per year in­ 
creased from $2 Vi million to 
million. We found a shift 
from dairy to beef enterprise, 
which kept the cattle numbers 
up to the 1959 figure. We also 
found that the dairy cows left 
were 
producing 
over 
1.000 
pounds more milk per year than 
hve years ago. 


Of course, there are always 
two sides to the coin and all 
that glitters is not gold. We 
found that the acreage of hay, 
grain, corn silage and cash 
crops had remained about the 
same. We also found that little 
progress had been madt In 
crop yields. 


We need to give more atten­ 
tion to crop production. Are 
we using our different types of 
soil wisely? Are we giving 
these soils the fertility so they 
can produce crops to capacity? 
The answer is obvious when wt 


find that we are not averaging 
two tons of fertilizer per farm. 


We can double our crop pro­ 
duction by starting a good soil 
management 
program. 
This 
means we can also increase our 
livestock load to consume the 
feed we produce. It all adds up 
to a larger volume of business, 
which many farmers need. Yes, 
agriculture is on the way up and 
the farmers of tomorrow will 
be those who place top priority 
on management, starting with 
our basic resource — the soil.

Avoid Mistakes 
In Land Usage 


When the first settlers ar­ 
rived in Wie Northern Great 
Lakes area many of them re­ 
alized their first opportunity to 
own land. 


Land was a magic word, and 
land was cleared with enthus­ 
iasm, but little regard for kind 
of 9oil was shown. Where aoilt 
were fertile, farming commun­ 
ities developed, but the land 
that was th ^ weak, or exces­ 
sively wet was abandoned soon 
after clearing. Many of these 
failures are stiH marked by the 
caved-in basement, the old root 
cellar and the lilac bush. 


Modem soil su^eys are used 
to avoid costly mistakes in land 
use and devdopment. Del Meis-

mailed over a quarter millkm 
acres of land in the Upper Pen­ 
insula in fiscal 1966. llua makes 
over 1.3 million acres that have 
been soil surveyed in Upper 
Michigan In recent years. 


*nie major user of soil sur­ 
veys today is the landowner 
cooperating with the Soil Con­ 
servation Districts to develop 
a conaervatian p la n for his 
land. At present there are over 
4,000 landowners who have 
signed acreements with Upper 
Michigan’s IS Soil Conservation 
Districts. By using • soils map 
the landowner can determine 
the best use for his land and 
the cropping system that will 
maintain or improve his land 
without erosion or other aoil 
deterioration. 


Just as soils have limitations 
for cropping, soils respond dif- 
ferwUy when used for build­ 
ing sites, road locations or rec­ 
reation areas. A modem soil 
survey can help in selecting the 
best area for devdopnnent.

The idea came- out of the 
Land shd Pm p W Conference 
in DuUith, in 1963, attended by 
district directors, ' community 
leaders, and citiuhs iMm Min­ 
nesota, Wisconsin, and Michi­ 
gan. 


The conference gave rise to 
the nMd for an action program 
having a new and vigorous ap­ 
proach to the development and 
multiple use of land and wa­ 
ter resources in the Northern 
Great Lakes Region. Such de­ 
velopment would result in im­ 
proved incomes, employment, 
conmiunity 
betterment, 
and 
more effective resource use to 
the people of the region. 


Many district directors came 
back home fired up with en­ 
thusiasm and a desire to carry 
forward this idea of total re­ 
source conservation. 
In 
ac­ 
cepting 
the 
challenge 
they 
called on the Soil Conservation 
Service as well as other U.S. 
Departmiuit 
of 
Agriculture, 
stat% and local agencies to 
help. 


IS Planning Areas 


An SCS team of specialists 
d ei^ p ed a technique of di­ 
viding the 46 county area of 
Northern Lower Michigan and 
the U p i^ Peninsula into 15 
smaller areas called Broad Pro­ 
gram A fiit(B P A ). A broad 
Progrtm' Aren is one having 
similar land ind water re­ 
sources as well as services and 
institutions providing for op­ 
portunities in agriculture or 
forestry or recreation.

Area Jointly locate and evalu­ 
ate enterprise potentials and 
needs in program ifianning. It's

communities. 


The TO Year Look 


After much spadework and 
discussion using inventory data 
and various information, ap­ 
praisals are made and decisions 
reached. These are put together 
in a published framework pro­ 
gram which serves as a guide 
for each Soil Conservation Dis­ 
trict over the next 10 to 15 
years. 


Delta Participation 


Delta directors participated 
in joint meetings with direc­ 
tors from Schoolcraft, Luce- 
West Mackinac and Chippewa 
districts for BPA’s in the east­ 
ern part of the Upper Peninsu­ 
la. 


Other meetings were with 
directors from Alger, 
Mar­ 
quette, Didkinson, Iron, and 
Menominee districts for the 
BPA's in the western area to 
which Delta also has contri­ 
buting areas. Framework plans 
are being developed for these 
BPA’s. 


The **Copper Country’* BPA, 
which includes Houghton - Ke­ 
weenaw, Ontonagon, and Bar­ 
aga Soil Conservation Districts, 
was the fint to develop a 
framework program to guide 
district activities. As a result 
of getting started first, they 
now are beginning to see their 
efforts pay off. 


New resource uses and de­ 
velopments which include beef, 
strawberries, 
vegetables, 
fee 
fishing, riding stables, camping 
sites, vacation farms, hunting 
areas, canoe guide service, and 
community parks are being de­ 
veloped. 


New Enterprises 
Some newly established en­ 
terprises are: six motel opera­ 
tors 
cooperated 
with 
three 
farm owners in the develop­ 
ment of three trout ponds for 
fee-fishing by motel clientel 
and others. The local Chamber 
of Commerce is providing free 
advertising and promotion for 
one year. 


A marketing cooperative has 
agreed to market through its 
retail stores a cabbage crop 
grown by seven landowners. 
Cabbage production was once a 
important crop in the area but 
went out due to lack of mar­ 
keting facilities. Ten new irri­ 
gation systems and 25 new irri­ 
gation ponds have been install­ 
ed for strawberry production 
with others in the planning 


stage. One 1100 acre and one 
740 acre beef enterprise opera­ 
tion, each'supporting 200 head 
of beef, have been established. 
In the one operation alone over 
$70,000 worth of new equip­ 
ment was purchased locally. A 
10,000 tap capacity maple aay 
evaporator is being constructed 
by one operator planning to sell 
maple syrup to recreationists. 


MiUions In Sight 


Further 
activity 
resulting 
from the Broad Program Area 
Planning has been an interest 
and desire by local plamiing 
commissions to use this infor­ 
mation on resource develop­ 
ment for their county planning. 
The districts „in working with 
groups have had over 75 new 
cooperators request assistance 
with 40 wanting to develop 
conservation plans. Some 27 
district cooperators have re­ 
quested assistance in revising 
their 
present 
conservation 
plans due to new enterprises or 
expansion of existing enter­ 
prises. Many new and addition­ 
al conservation practices are 
being applied as changes on 
land use and enterprise es­ 
tablishment take place. 


In all, 30 resource use and 
development items with present 
and planned amounts were in­ 
dicated in the report by the 
districts. It was estimated that 
these enterprises, when estab­ 
lished, along with secondary 
benefits would amount to an 
annual gross value of about 
$8,500,000 to the economy of 
the area. 


The progress to date in the 
Copper Country has been high­ 
ly pleasing to district directors. 
They are seeing definite re­ 
wards for their efforts and 
those of other people and 
agencies assisting in pointing 
the way for wiser and more 
productive use of the agricul­ 
ture, forestry, and recreation 
resources in the area.

Bigger And Bigger Farm Outlook

Changes in the Upper Mid­ 
west will conM from a heavy 
use of capital, management 
strategy and brain-power. 


There’ll be less full farm 
ownership, and an Increase in 
farm partner^ps, particular­ 
ly family incorporated farms, 
thinks Fred Taylor, chairman 
of agricultural economics, at 
North Dakota State Univeraity. 
It’s the best way to get to­ 
gether enough capital, and it 
eases the problems of transfer­ 
ring the farm from one genera­ 
tion to the next. 


More Fertiliser 
The next 10 years will also 
see gigantic increases in fer­ 
tilizer use in the Upper Mid- 


**We look for a doubling of 
fertilizer consumption 
every 
five to seven years. This will 
do much to keep our area com­ 
petitive with the rest of the 
country,” say Central Exchange 
officials. 


Adds Paul Burson, Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota soils profes­ 
sor, . “The next 10 years will 
likely see equal changes in the 
handling of fertilizer.” 


Bagged fertilizer is on the 
way out just as rapidly as the 
farmers and fertilizer dealers 
can twitch over to bulk or li­ 
quid. There’ll also be many big 
changes in time of application 
—with more plant food spread 
in the fall months of the year. 
“Shorty” Cora 
Even the crops being fertil­ 


ized may be aomewhat differ­ 
ent in 1976. Most com hybrids 
will be shorter and lower eared 
—^to counter lodging in heavy 
populations and exposs more 
of the plant surface to the sun. 


Keith Keltgen, research di­ 
rector of Trojan Hybrids, feels 
that multiple-eared varieties 
will be a commercial reality in 
10 yearn—as will double-crop 
farming, with one of the crops 
possibly being com. 


"We’re working now with 
65-day com that could con­ 
ceivably be planted after a 
crop of peas ars harvested,” 
says Keltgen. 


But com may have competi­ 
tion from grain sorghum, and 
hybrid wheat and barley. Hy­ 
brid wheat ia expected to be 
a conunercial reality for this 
area in 1976. 


Big Dairy Herds? 


The biggest shakedown in 
livestock by 1976 will probably 
be in dairying. **We’ll still have 
plenty of milk, but it will be 
produced by fewer cows on 
fewer 
firms,” 
says 
Ralph 
Wayne, University of Minne­ 
sota Extension dairyman. 


Will the big commercial herds 
of 100 to 200 cows take over? 
Wayne doesn’t think so. “If the 
family farm has labor diffi­ 
culties, think of the problems 
these giant operations would 
face,” he argues. 


Hogs will be raised on few­ 
er, bigger and more sophisti­ 
cated setups. 
Confinement is 
here to stay. 


“We find that a setup with 
800 to 1,000 pigs makes as 


much money as larger sizes,** 
says Frank Hussey, swine man­ 
ager of Tilney Farms in south­ 
ern Minnesota. 


Beef No. 1 
Beef will still be number one 
with the housewife. “The only 
way we can kin the popular­ 
ity of beef is by not producing 
what the housewife wants,” 
says Les Zeller, Clay County, 
South 
Dakota 
feeder 
who 
guesses he’ll probably be feed­ 
ing “. . . quite a few more cat­ 
tle” than the 1,500 or so he 
turns yearly now. 


How will a veteran feeder 
like Zeller be handling his cat­ 
tle 10 years from now? “I’m 
going to cut down on labor 
somehow,” ZeUer vows. He 
hopes for some help with a 
mechanical feeding device that 
will handle wafered alfalfa 
“. . . and aim be priced ao that 
the farmer-feeder can afford 
it.” 


Cattle On Slals 


More Upper Midwest cittle 
will be fed inside—on slat 
floors. *Td be out of the cattle 
business if I had to go back to 
dirt lots,” says Wes Anderson, 
the Minnesota 
farmer 
who 
“pioneered” total confinement 
on slats three years ago. 


Roughage will still make the 
most profit for some beef 
feeders. But the trend towards 
lighter carcasses and faster 
turn-over 
will 
make 
high- 
energy feeding the popular 
choice. It lends itself better to 
push-button feeding and the 
use of “new” feed items such 
as oyster shell. 


One of the more predictable 
things of farming in 1976 will 
be changes in the machinery 
itself. Air-conditioned tractor 
and combine cabs with two- 
way radios will be as common 
aa they are unconunon now. 


Naturally, tractors will be 
more powerful. Horsepower in 
the 100 to 150 range will be 
common.

Under the 1966 Conservation 
Reserve Program (Soil Bank) 
40 contract holders earned $11,- 
070 for diverting 1,767 acres 
Twenty-two contracts 
expired 
the end 
1966, leaving 1,010 
acres under contract. Four con­ 
tracts will expire in 1967, five 
in 1968-, and the final nine in 
1969. 


The purpose of the 1966 Feed 
Grain and Wheat Diverskm Pro­ 
gram was to stabilize produc­ 
tion by reducing acreages. In 
1966, 71 farmers diverted 628 
acres from corn and barley and 
earned $18,347. Fifteen farm­ 
ers diverted 77 acres, of wheat 
and earned $808. There will be 
no diversion payments in 1967 
for barley w wheat. One hun­ 
dred eighty nine farms with 
corn bases totaling 1,631 acres 
are eligible for the 1967 Corn 
Diversion Program. 


Participants in the Cropland 
Adjustment Program receive ad­ 
justment payments for divert­ 
ing eligible cropland to protec­ 
tive conservation 
use 
under 
long-term 
agreements. 
Land 
may be taken out of crop pro­ 
duction for periods of five to ten 
years. Those who agree to per­ 
mit free access for fishing, hunt­ 
ing, hiking and trmpping may 
get an additional per acre pay­ 
ment. 


Divert SIT Acre* 


During 1966, the first year of 
this program. 10 farmers signed 
agreements to divert 587 acres, 
earning $2,872. 
Two 
farmers 
signed public access agreements 
earning an additional $313. 


We are now accepting requests 
for the 1967 program. Tliis is 
the second year of a four-year 
sign up. Eleven requests have 
been completed alrea^. Re­ 
quests will be considered on a 
first-come basis. 


The Wool Incentive Payment 
Program, also administered by 
ASCS, is an incentive program 
to increase i»t)duciion. The pay­ 
ments under the wool program 
are set so as to bring the na­ 
tional average price received by 
producers for their wool up to a 
natk>nal average incentive price. 
There are three shorn-wool pro­ 
ducers earning incentive pay­ 
ments in Delta County. 


Another 
responsibility 
of 
ASCS is the Defense Readiness 
Program. U. S. Department of 
Agriculture agencies have un­ 
dertaken defense preparedness 
as a part of their regular and 
continuing activities. The pro­ 
gram is designed to maintain 
continuity of the supply of food 
and agricultural products and 
to protect agricultural resources 
in a wartime emergency.

Wind Erosion 


Evident Here

While our records Indicate 
many farmers* are using oats or 
rye as over-winter cover crops, 
several people have asked me 
if I had taken any pictures of 
wind erosion this fall and early 
winter. I had to reply in tlie 
negative as I felt I had quite a 
few pictures and slides already 
on this subject in the files. 


However, it did give to me a 
feeling of satisfaction to have 
others note the problems the 
open fields can create. Usually 
it is the person technically 
trained 
who notices certain 
things in his own field of work, 
but here we have others aware 
of land usage problems. 


I suspect that I, as a soil 
conservationist, could become 
complacent about a simple but 
excellent 
practice 
as 
cover 
cropping. Do 1 assume that all 
of us dealing with the soil 
know how a cover cropping 
program can control erosion, 
i tie up nutrients otherwise lost 
tq. wind and water, and still 
provide 
additional 
fall 
and 
spring grazing? 


Yes, we did have evidences 
of wind erosion in the Delta 
Soil Conservaticm District this 
fall and early winter. I’m cer­ 
tain some fields were worked 
too late to establish a cover 
crop, but possibly some sched­ 
uling can be done next summer 
to cover the open field with a 
good growth of oats or rye so 
the soil can be held in place 
rather than ending up in the 
woods or road ditch. Possibly 
all of us concerned can do a 
better job of stressing this one 
practice which can help in the 
total plan to make better use 
of the aoil.

The progressive soil survey 
of Delta County and the west­ 
ern part of the Hiawatha Na­ 
tional Forest is nearing ctMn- 
pletion. Of the 1,100,000 acres 
in the survey Mrea, only 30,000 
acres remain to survey; 25,000 
acres in Delta County and 5,- 
000 in Alger County. Comple­ 
tion of the area is scheduled for 
June 30, 1967. 


Soil scientists from the Soil 
Comervation 
Service, 
Forest 
Service, and Michigan State 
University have made soil maps 
on aerial photographs. 'Hiese 
mar>8 show kinds of soil, slopes, 
drainage, and other physical 
features. 
The 
aoil 
acientists 
have observed the soil at inter­ 
vals with augers and in pits 
and road cuts. Using the maps 
and o4her information, the soil 
acientists can make interpreta­ 
tion« for many and varied aoil 
uses. 


Soil surveys have been used 
for years to devel<n;> conserva­ 
tion plans on farms. In recent 
years, however, use of sou sur­ 
veys for non-agricultural plan­ 
ning has increased 
greatly. 
They are used as guides Ua 
zoning, city and county plan­ 
ning, tax assessment, locating 
subdivisions, 
industrial 
and 
recreation sites, gas and water 
lints, school sites and highway 
routes. 


Tlte detail of a soil survey, 
and the interpretations, de­ 
pends on the use for which it 
is intended. For .broad area 
plaiming, a general soil map, 
showing associations or groups 
of similar soils is adequate. For 
more precise information on a 
smaller area, a detailed soil 
sur\'ey is most commonly used. 
This type of survey 
shows 
boundaries of individual soils. 


Even with a detailed survey, 
however, some inclusions of 
minor soils occur within major 
soil areas. When a niecific area 
is chosMi for a building site, an 
cm-aite soil investigation is of­ 
ten necessary. 


Maps 
and 
interpretations 
show auch things as soil tex­ 


ture, permeability of various 
soil layers, depth of water table 
and depUi of bedrock. Interpre­ 
tations are given for limitations 
of the soils affecting found­ 
ations, grading, frost action, 
pond areas, artificial drainage, 
iiTigation, and disix>sal fields. 
Interpretations can be designed 
to fit any soil use. 


As people plan for widely 
varying uses of land, they sore­ 
ly need precise soil informa­ 


tion. 
Detailed 
soil 
surveys, 
along with interpretation.s for 
various land uses can supply 
this information in a readily 
understandable form. The Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
makes 
soil surveys in cooperation with 
the Michigan State University 
Experiment Station and otlier 
agencies. This information is 
available tlu-ough the Delta Soil 
Conservation District or the 
Soil Conservation Service.

Feature of this foyer is a 
cathedral ceiling effect. The 
stair to the second floor has an 
open balcony which overlooks 
the foyer. 


To ,left of the foyer are a 
kitchen, dinette and family 
room, merged into one large 
open space and separated by 
equipment and furniture. The 
kitchen has an efficient U- 
shaped arrangement, with a 
double sink and an abundance 
of floor and wait cabinets. The 
dinette permits informal meals 
to be enjoyed without disturb­ 
ing the dining room at the rear 
of the house. The latter room, 
by the way, is in a line with 
the living room, which has slid­ 
ing glass doors to the rear ter­ 
race. How far this terrace ex­ 
tends, either backwards or at 
the side of the house, depends 
on how much property is avail­ 
able.

Stone material gives the ex­ 
terior of this house a rustic 


character, with siding intro­ 
duced at the gable ends sind 
over the second floor portion 
in the rear, t^rge overhangs 
protect the window.s and create 
aethestic shadows.

Many of them turned 
down fabulous bids to sign with 
AFL teams because they want­ 
ed to face the challenge of play­ 
ing with the league they con­ 
sidered best. Now they must 
win or face up to tiie fact that 
ttiey may have made a mistake 
whan they signed their first con­ 
tract. 


This is a good football Club, 
this Green Bay Packer team. It 
can hit throu^ the air with 
Starr throwing to Carroll Dale, 
Boyd Dowl«*, Elijah Pitts, Jim 
Taylor or Marv Fleming. And 
it can strike along the ground 
with Taylor still capable of 
breaking tackles and running 
over people and Pitts slipping 
throu^ a hole and vanishing in 
a burst oi aoeed.
